POSITION IN SOUTH MIDLANDS. 


By Our Spectat CorRRESPONDENT, 

SET out on my mission in the firm con- 

viction that every farmer that 1 met 
would be complaining of his lot. I cer- 
tainly did not expect to discover any who 
were satisfied with the situation as it 1s. 
Im this belief I was strengthened by the 
result of the first conversation that 1 had. 

In the train I found myself seated 
beside a man whom I recognised as a well- 
known farmer from one of the. South 
Midland counties—an avyiculturist of the 
Lust type; a man of affairs, prominent in 
political life, with a life-long experience 
of practical work on the f.rm. Without 
revealing my purpose or my identity, I 
led him into a discussion of the farming 
situation. And now let him tell tbe story 
in his own words. 

“Farming was doing well until about 
three years ago,” he said. “ Back in 1922 
we were getting even more than war-time 
prices. Now we are getting 1914 prices 
for everything, while our costs are two or 
three times as great as those of 1914. 
Labour could be got then for £10 or £1e 
a year and the men’s keep ; 
to pay them 25s. or 30s. a week, and we 
do not get the same honest labour. A 
plough, which would then have cast fe 
10s., will now cost £7 10s., and that ‘s 
merely an illustration of the trend wi 
prices generally so far ‘as we are con- 
cerned. 

“The enly consolation of any sort that 
we have is that Irish farmers are not so 
badly off as those in other countries—in 
New Zealand, Canada, Australia, even 
the United States, they are worse off. I 
do not know if that can be called any 
consolation, but, at any rate, it is a fact 
that we were later in coming into the de- 
pression than they were. Now, however, 
jarge numbers of the farmers are living 
on credit, and that cannot possibly con- 
tinue indefinitely. 


THE BIG FARMERS. 


‘Large farmers are hit harder, | 
should say, than the smali fa;mers, as 
the small farmer, not having the same ex- 
penditure to meet, will not grumble so 
long as he can get enough -o «cep himself 
and his family and pay his way. 

‘‘ Graziers are having a ver\ 
indeed. Some I know, who bought cattle 
last September for as much as £16 10s. 
a head, have had them al! the winter to 
feed, and then were unable to get ans 
more than the bare price that they had 
paid for them. Cereals are no use. | 
have a farm, on which I employ three 
men, and on which most farmers would 
employ only one; yet I could find work 


there for twenty if only I could get af 


reasonable return for the crops. 

“ Potatoes are a good proposition the 
last few years, provided that the farmer 
uses proper methods, spraying and so on. 
As for green vegetables and fruit, they 
would be all right if the grower could 


market them himself, but in the Dublin | 


? 


market he is robbed by the dealers.’ 

I asked a question about the possibill- 
ties of a system of more mixed farming, 
and was assured that that would be of no 
use unless the people of the Free State 
adopted a different style of living, in 
order to provide markets which did not 
now exist. 

I put another question as to. the stan. 
dard of living among farmers generally. 

“The standard of living,” said he, 
““has gone up very much since the war, 
and it is still much better than it was 
then, despite the depression. Also, | 
should say, they do not work so hard as 


they did.’’ 
TOO MANY DISTRIBUTORS. 


Although the prices paid to farmers had 
fallen so much, he added, those paid by 
the consumer had not fallen at all. 

I ceked if he attributed that to 
‘* nrofiteering.’’ 

‘* No,” he said, “I would not say that 
that is altogether the reson. The trouble 
is the undue proportion in Ireland of dis- 
tributors to the producers. There are far 
too many distributors, owing to the con- 
centration of people in Dublin, and, of 
course, they have all got to get a living, 
which means that a larger margin of profit 
has to be made than if there were not so 
many of them. In very few other 
countries would the same conditions be 
found. 

“ The only real remedy I can see for 
the present situation of agriculture,’’ he 

roceeded, “ is some international section. 
But, of course, there are ways in which 
the Government could help. Tariffs are 
essential. It was Britain’s free trade 
policy—which was all right for Britain in 
those days—which killed our wheat in- 
dustry, and now our cereals and bacon are 
being affected for want of tariffs. 

“ As a member of the Government 
Party, I have repeatedly tried to induce 
the party to go in for tariffs; but there 
are such large stocks of foreign produce 
in the country now that even if a tariff 
were brought in to-morrow, I wonder if 
it would not be too late. 

“The dole has also ,been a bad thing. 
The money might have been put to better 

urposes. For instance, it might have 

n spent in putting the unemployed to 
work in draining lands. Hundreds of 
farmers are badly handicapped by badly- 
drained land, which gives them very little 
produce, but which they have difficulty in 
draining on account of the expense. 
To carry out a drainage scheme they have 
to find part of the expense themselves and 
they can get part of it on loan, to be paid 
back by annuities. If the Government 
had gone in for schemes of Jand drainage, 
instead of spending the money on doles. 
the lands would be producing more and 
the farmers, who, with prices at their 
present level, do not find it profitable to 
spend money in this way now, would not 
be in quite so bad a position.”

THE SITUATION IN COUNTY 
CORK, 


After this depressing introduction to the 
subject, it was a pleasant surprise to hear 
what I did hear from farmers in County 
Cork. The first man I interviewed there 
was one whose active association with the 
industry gave great weight to the opinions 
that he expressed. 

I began by asking him whether the 
frequent complaints of farmers that they 
were rapidly drifting into bankruptcy was 
literal truth or a figure of speech. 

“TI think,” he replied, “that it is a 
figure of speech. After all, they have

always been talking in much the same 
strain. The farmer, as a rule, is natur- 
ally a pessimist. Most of the farmers 
that I know are very far from being 
desperate, and the outlook, while not 
bright at the moment, vives no reason for 
dejection. 

‘‘ The weather this year has been favour- 
able. Cereals have turned out to be a 
good crop and roots have done quite well. 
The potato crop is small, but of excellent 
quality. The market has been falling 
from the very beginning of the year, of 
course,, and, therefore, farmers who had 
to buy stores for fattening find that there 
was a loss, but that loss is lessened greatly 
owing to the low prices at which feeding- 
stuffs can be obtained. 

““ Notwithstanding the very low price of 
pigs and the fact that there is no prospect 
of an increase for several months to come, 
farmers are still engaging in production, 
because the store pig has come back to a 
price at which a profit is ensured with 
foodstuffs so extremely low. 

‘Butter is not paying. In so far as 
the separate’ ilk can be used for pigs, 
it has assi (ou, hewever, in making farm- 
ing generally profitable. With enterprise 
and modern methods, there is nothing to 
prevent farmers making a success.’’ 


MODERN METHODS. 


I asked if the farmers of the County 
Cork were any better off than those in 
other parts of the country. 


“1 would say they were,” he replied ; 


but simply for the reason that, as a whole, 


they are more enterprising and modern 
in their methods than farmers in any 
other part. 

‘The farmer who engages exclusively 
in any one particular branch of the in- 
dustry is finding it hard to stand up, and, 
as a general rule, the farmer who utilises 
the crops grown on his farm is com- 
paratively well-to-do, while the farmer 
who sells the crops which he produces is 
in a comparatively poor way. Every 
farmer, therefore, should utilise his crops 
himself.’’ 

Lack of accommodation on many farms 
for winter storage of cereals seemed to be 
an obvious drawback to this suggestion. 
until I was told of the method emploved 
by many of the farmers of West Cork for 
storing their oats in the open, surrounded 
by a binding of plaited straw. Held in 
these circumstances, the oats cannot be 
ettacked bv rats, and I was assured that 
they are always in the best of condition 
when opened. Hardly any West Cork 
farmer sells his oats. 


e I 
As to the farmer’s costs, I was informed 


that labour has not increased to any ex- 
tent, as it was still possible to get men at 
12s. a week and food, and that, although 
there had been a great increase in the cost 
of machinerv, this was not a serious 
matter, because it represented so small a 
part of the farmer’s expenses when they 
were taken over any long period. 


MOST SERIOUS PROBLEM. 


“The cost of living has gone up,” he 
said, “' but chiefly because the standard is 
higher. 

‘“ The most serious problem in the agri- 
cultural world to-day is that of the 
vounger boys and girls from the smaller 
farms, who have now no outlet to the 
United States. Unless they can engage in 
subsidiary enterprises on the farms they 
will find it extremely difficult to get em- 
ployment elsewhere, or to maintain them- 
selves on their fathers’ farms. There are 
many wavs, however, in which such sub. 
sidiary enterprises are being engaged in, 
and they supplement the income of the 
farmer.” 

I heard of cases in Cork in which this 
principle of setting young people to work 
on “ subsidiary ” farming, instead oí 
simply setting them to work on lands 
which were already carrying their full 
amount of workers, had been put into 
practice, 

There was one case of a farmer’s two 
sons who, on leaving school in December, 
1926, were each given £50 and a small 
field, with which one started to raise pigs 
and the other .to raise poultry, besides 
assisting their father in the working of 
the farm. At the end of four years one 
brother had £700 in cash and 180 pigs 
and the other had over £300 in cash and 
five hundred poultry, including hens, 
ducks and turkeys. 

A second instance comes from a poor 
district of West Cork, where the parish 
priest, having heard of the success of the 
experiment just related, induced seventeen 
young men in his parish this year to 
establish themselves on similar lines. All 
of the seventeen, I was told, are now 
meeting with success. 

I was greatly interested in this prin- 
ciple—which is one that might very well 
be more widely encouraged—but, for the 
purposes of my inquiry, I was still more 
interested in the news that these youths 
are able to make farming pay, starting at 
a period of depression such as the present. 

In the next article I will describe my 
conversation with another cheerful farmer 
irom County Cork—and the other side.

A City Clock : 
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Electricity from the Air 
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Electricity from the Air. 


In your recent note on Dungloe—writes 
a correspondent—you mention that the 
town has its own electric light plant. You 
may be interested to know that in a house 
just outside the town of Dungloe there is 
one of the most remarkable lighting plants 
in existence. The plant has its motive 
power supplied, not “ water or by coal, 
but by air; for it is driven by a windmill. 
It is not, however, the ordinary type of 
windmill. It is a lattice work construc- 
tion about fifty feet high, and the fans 
on the top are much smaller than those 
on the old type of windmill. They are so 
arranged that the fans can get the wind 
from any angle, and as in that breezy 
corner of Donegal the wind blows pretty 
constantly—especially in winter, when 
light is needed most—there is no lack of 
motive power. The power is transmitted 
from the fans to a dynamo, which in turn 
charges storage batteries, so that there 1s 
no wavering in the quality of the light. 
I am told that this style of electric plant 
is the invention of an Ardara man, who 
has a similar plant in operation. 


Count CGaaffe. 


The recently announced engagement of 
a Dublin lady to Count Taaffe, of 
Ellischau Castle, Bohemia, reminds me 
that the Count is the descendant of a 
very old Irish family, which has been 
settled abroad for many generations. 
Count Taaffe is the only son of the late 
Henry Viscount Taaffe, twelfth Viscount 
and Baron, of Ballymote, in the Peerage 
of Ireland. The late Viscount was an 
Austrian subject, and served as an officer 
in the Austrian Army during the War. 
The first Viscount was Sir John Taaffe, 
who received the title in 1628. His son 
Theobald was a Royalist, who lost his 
estates during the Protectorate, though 
they were restored in 1661, when he was 
made Earl of Carlingford by Charles II. 
His son Nicholas, the second Earl, was 
killed at the Battle of the Boyne while 
fighting for James II., and was succeeded 
by Francis, another son of the first Earl, 
who was in the service cf Austria and 
became a Marshal. 

Although specially exempted from 
attainder, the family never again resided 
in the United Kingdom, but settled in 
Austria, and received the title of Count. 
The Earldom of Carlingford became 
extinct in 1738, but the Viscounty was 
retained, being recognised by the British 
House of Lords in 1860. The eleventh 
Viscount was Prime Minister of the 
Austrian Empire from 1879 to 1893, and 
the present Count is his grandson. 


Cookery Books 


That there is money in old cookery 
books was proved the other day when a 


collection of these volumes, some dating 
from the sixteenth century, was sold at, 
Tunbridge Wells. A volume entitled 
“ The Dyets Dry Dinner,’’ by H. Butts, 
printed in 1599, was bought by a London 
bookseller for £130, and a collection of 
cookery manuscripts dating from 1681 
fetched £96. An “ Art of Cookery,’ 1747, 
with twelve pages of contemporary cobkerv 
notes, was sold for £24. ‘‘ Epulario, or 
the Italian Banquet,’’ of 1598, fetched 
11 guineas; “The English Housewife,” 
of 1631. £6: “ The Schoolmaster, or 
Teacher of Table Phylosophie,’’ 1583, £6; 
“The True Way of Preserving and 
Candying,’’ 1681, £10; and the twd 
volumes, ‘‘ Cookerie and Carving’’ and 
“The True Preserver and Restorer of 
Health.’’ 1681, went to nine guineas. 
From these prices it seems that those who 
make a point of collecting contemporary 
cookery books may be laving up a goodly 
heritage for their descendants in the 
centuries to come. Unfortunately, my 
ancestors do not seem to have preserved 
their gastronomic libraries. 


Derry's Big Ben. 


The Derry Corporation, I see, has 
listened this week to complaints about the 
“— bad time-keeping of the Guildhall 
clock—Derry’s Big Ben. This clock is one 
of the finest in Ireland and can trace its 
pedigree back to 1693. Its present face is, 
of course, comparatively modern. One of 
the hands of the old clock in the ‘‘ School 
of Art,” the father of the present Guild- 
hall, is preserved in the local museum at 
Brooke Park. The Derry municipal clock 
is mentioned in the minutes of the 
Corporation as far back as 1693. The 
clock was giving trouble then. It gave 
trouble again in 1827, more than a century 
ayo. A man came from Dublin to examine 
it, but on arrival in Derry he was dis- 
covered to be a Fenian, and he was not 
allowed to touch the clock until an oath 
was administered to him. The City Fathers, 
perhaps, thought that he might make 
the clock act in a disloyal manner. I do 
not know what its terms were, but the 
Dublin man took the oath and pocketed a 
fee of £8 for the work. 


Barter. 


The recent stupendous “ swap’’ made 
by the Farm Board of the United States, 
when they exchanged 25,000,000 bushels of 
wheat for 1,025,000 bags of Brazilian 
coffee, reminds me that, through good and 
bad times alike, barter continues as a 
system in use in many parts of the world. 
The natives of a group of small islets off 
the coast of Malaita, in the Solomon 
Islands, exchange fish with the tribes of 
the mainland for vegetables and pigs. 
Except for purposes of trade the island 
natives dare not set foot on the mainland, 
as their lives would be in jeopardy, but 
at the market amicable relations prevail. 
Corn, beer and iron are exchanged among 
the Akikuyu natives of East Africa. 
Order * maintained by svecial officers, 
and weapons are banned. In determining 
value, primitive peoples often take per- 
sonal and emotional factors into considera- 
tion, but I doubt if the inhabitants of 
more civilised countries can teach them 
much in that respect. 


Cottage Gardens. 


Are we becoming a nation of gardeners? 
This summer many English visitors have 
remarked to me on the pretty cottage- 
gardens of rural Ireland, and, indeed, 
whilst motoring in the South recently I 
was struck with the number and variety 
of beautiful flowers everywhere. Labourers’ 
cottages which a few years ago were bald 
and stiffly ugly are now covered with 
clinging roses, while gladioli in a gorgeous 
range of colours vie with pale 
marguerites and the homely marigold in 
tiny gardens. One cottage I especially 
noted had a miniature lawn with a star- 
shaped lobelia-bordered and geranium- 
filled flower bed in the yard that used to 
be the mud-bath of pigs and the con- 
gregating place of milch cows. . In another 
town I found a patch of useless ground 
which formerly had been an eyesore and 
is now completely transformed by a local 
shopkeeper for the public benefit. Where 
nettles and uneven grass once struggled, 
dahlias and pretty flowering shrubs now 
look down on passers-by.

Grapefruit marmalade, pineapple jam, damson 
and apple jelly, and dried apricot jam were 
demonstrated. 

Several pounds of each type of jam were 
made in an hour’s time, and there was a sale 
of jams at the end of the lecture. All the 
jams were bought up very quickly—the 
favourite being pineapple jam. 

The pineapples used were tinned, and these 
fruits were, therefore, lacking in _ pectin, 
which is the property in fruits which enables 
jam to thicken successfully. A special patent 
thickener which has just come on the market 
was used with the pineapple jam and also a 
little lemon juice. 

PRESERVING PANS. 

Miss Edwards spoke for a few minutes on 
the various types of preserving pans and 
their advantages. Although the standard 
type of preserving pan is a large, shailow 
kind. she advised people who were m..king 
small quantities of jam or jelly to proc ire a 
deep rather than a wide pan, as there is jess 
evaporation in the case of a deep pen. 
Aluminium is a very desirable metal “ r pre- 
serving, as it does not tarnish, and is easily 
kept clean. 

sé demonstrated some methods aní t:sting 
boiling fruit before adding the sugar. Manv 
eople are never quite sure when the -ain is 
ready for the addition of sugar. To test this 
one teaspoonful of the fruit should be mixed 
with three tablespoonfuls of methylated 
spirits. If the fruit clot appears stringy, it 
is a sien that more boiling is ‘equired. 
If, on the other hand, it comes up clear, it 
means that the sugar may be added. 

“It is better,’ said Miss Edwards, ‘to 
these few spoonsful of methylated 
spirit than to spoil the whole boiling of 


jam.” 


Jelly causes more scum to rise than jam. 
The reason given by Misg Edwards was that, 


in the case of jams, little pieces of scum that 
one does not notice stick to the fruit. Many 


people regard scum as something that, :f 
not actually dirty, is, at any rate, not fit 
for use. “ This is not the case,” said Miss 
Fdwards. ‘‘Scum of jelly or jam ought to 
‘take the same place in one’s mind as skim 
that rises on boiled milk. Scum may be 
‘used, and should be put aside to .fill pastry 
tartlets or something of that kind.’’ 
COVERING THE POTS 

The shorter time a jam is boiled the 
better. The colour is better. and there is a ! 
saving in the quantity. When jams and 
jellies are finished, the wax covers should | 

put on the pots immediately. : 

The steam coming up from the jam helps 
to make the pot air-tight, and, if it is 
possible to adhere the , wax covers im- | 
mediately, the pots of jam should be covered 
with a clean cloth to keep out the air. , 

Except in the case of specially prepared ; 
screw-on tops, such as are used by certain ! 
frms for their jams, Miss Edwards did not ! 
advise screw-on tops for jams or jellies, but | 
ordinary white waxed paper. 
should be pasted down carefu'ly at the Sides, 
and the jams and jellies marked with their 
names and dates.

1 oz. bruised ginger. 
Juice of 4 lemons. 
Rind of 1 lemon 


4 ib. prepared 
marrow. 
3 ib. sugar. 


Peel the marrow, remove the seeds, 
and cut into pieces about 4 inch 
square. Place in a basin, sprinkle 
with the sugar, and allow to stand 
overnight. Tie up the bruised ginger 
and the thinly peeled lemon rind in a 
piece of muslin, and place, with the 
marrow, sugar and lemon juice, in a 
.preserving pan. Cook gently until 
the jam jells when tested on a cold 
plate. Pour into hot, sterilised pots 
and seal at once.

“HE National Centre Party held a con: 
vention of delegates yesterday in the 

s Mansion , Dubha, Mr, Patrick 
Belton presided, and some thirty delegages 


Fhe, Ohairman said that neither the 
Government nor any of the political parties 
had’ hesded the’ Centre Party's warnings. 
The. résuit was that the present situation 
had. arisen, in which they did not hnow 
what tle money in their pockets or their 
property was worth. Ths Centre Party 
would give all the politicians timely warn- 
ing that if they did not now act, the farmers 
of the: whole country would shut down. They 
would: use the weapon of the strike; they 
would refuse to pay land annuities unless 
the politicians at last came to the rescue 
of the country. 

The @hairman read the report of the 
Standing Committee, which stated that the 
Centre Party’s appeals that immediate steps 
should be taken to establish a national 
currency had been unheeded Not only 
would the Government be charged with in- 
action during the critical days of July, 
August and September, but all the 
political parties had abandoned the 
country to its fate. Mr. Blythe, Minister 
for Finance was in Brittany studying Breton 
folk lore. This country was provided only 
with, pe money, w'.ch represented an 
Irish loan to Bngland free of interest. In 
19%6 the Banking Commission had decided 
to give control of this country’s money to 
England, and thereby surrendered to England 
all that was tangible and useful in ite free- 
dom. ‘In actual hard cash this country had 
lost, as the result of the British financial 
crisis, £1,960,000. That sum would foore 
than de-rate all the agricultural land in one 
year. It had been lost by the incom- 
pétence of the Finance Minister. 

Mr. EK. Browne (Clare) said that as owners 
of the land they were in their present posi- 
tion because they were cowards and would 
not combine. Let both the political parties 
be approached and be fairly and squarely 
told that if they did not agree to do some- 
thing they must take the blame of what was 
sure to come. 

Mr. O'Neill (Tipperary) said that he 
agreed that they should make strong repre- 
sentations to all the parties.

credit, while claiming to be a tational and 
Republican Party. It was decided to open 
an election fund.

The Japanese Government’s intimation 
to the League of Nations that the 
Japanese: troops in Manchuria have 
evacuated the occupied regions, and have 
already retired to the railway 20ne 
established by treaty, is regarded by 
political quarters im Tokyo aa virtually 
putting an end t the conflict with China, 
and strong hopes are entertained now that 
an amicable settlement will be reached 
without great difficulty. 

There is no doubt that the League of 
Nations intervention in the dispute has 
induced Japan to adopt a more concilia- 
tory attitude towards China than she 
mivht otherwise have done. 

The struggle has, however, been con- 
tinued at Geneva, where a regular duel 
broke out between the Chinese and 
Japanese members of the League Council 
at a public session to discuss the 
Manchurian question. Fort more than 
two hours the battle raged. 

Both sides made contradictory state- 
ments. 

Lord Cecil, who was the only other 
speaker, tried to pour oil on the troubled 
waters, and the President of the Council 
adjourned the discussion in order to give 
the members of the Council time for 
further examination of the points in dis- 
pute. 


RUSH FOR SEATS. 


At the resumption of the discussion 
every available inch of space in the 
famous glass hall was crammed. 

Documents were read by both the 
Japanese and Chinese members of the 
Council in regard to the position. Mr. 
Alfred Sze, the Chinese representative, 
declared that China had done all in her 
power to prevent any extension of the 
trouble. Her troops had been ordered 
not to offer any resistance, and the 
Japanese had thus been able to occupy 
numerous localities in Manchuria. 
His Government had stated that it 
would take every responsibility for 
Japanese life and property as soon as it 
regained control of the occupied zones, 
and no Japanese living in China had been 
molested during the past few days, in 
spite of the general indignation in China 
against the Japanese. This showed how 
strong was the authority which the 
Chinese Government exercised over its 
people. 

China, continued the delegate, con- 
sidered that the Council should take 
immédiate steps to ensure the withdrawal 
of Japanese troops from the localities 
octtipied on September 18, and desired, in 
accordance with precedent, that a neutral 
committee should be appointed to deter- 
mine on what date the troops could be 
withdrawn and to make an inqtiry on the 


spot. 
LORD CECIL'S SUPPORT. 


Lord Cecil agreed to this suggestion, 
and asked the Council to appoint such a 
com mittee. 

Discussing the Japanese argument that 
it was necessary to leave troops in 
Mukden and Kirin to protect the lives of 
Japanese nationals, Lord Ceci] considered 
that this was a dangerous procedure. 
Turning to the question of the final settle- 
ment of the dispute, Lord Cecil said that 
he was in agreement with the Japanese 
representative that it did not come under 
the jurisdiction of the Council unless the 
latter were called upon to enact under 
Article 15 a special treaty or a general 
arbitration pact. , 

The President summed up the discussion 
and expressed the view that fresh efforts 
would be made on both sides With a view 
to pacification. The sitting was then 
adjourned to allow of private consulta- 
tions among members of the Council.

Yugoslav Elections. 

The elections to the Skupshtina, or Lower 
House of the Yugoslav Parliament, will 
take place on November 8th under con- 
ditions so remarkable that the result is 
hardly in question. A victory for the 
Government . Party is assured by the 
Electoral Law of September 13th, by which 
the ballot was abolished and a code of 
rules to govern parliamentary elections 
was put into force. The code manifestly 
was designed to hamper the Opposition ; 
for the leader of any party is required to 
produce a list of 18,300 voters who support 
his candidature—a number which must be 
made up by sixty voters in every one of the 
305 constituencies. For the Government 
Party this is an easy matter, as the votes 
of local authorities and the police force 
will be sufficient, but for other parties the 
rule is an almost insuperable obstacle to 
parliamentary representation. Their task is 
complicated still further by the provision 
that, should a party list be signed by any 
person whose qualification for the franchise 


is not entirely above suspicion, the whole 


list will be declared null and void. Under 
the Dictatorship the principal parlia- 
mentary groups were dissolved, and the 
new Constitution forbids the citizens to 
form associations on a religious, tribal or 
regional basis. The Serb Radicals and 
Slovene Clericals—to name two of the 
Opposition groups—are ineligible for 
Parliament under their present names, 
and they will not compete in the elections, 
while the Croat Peasants, whose intentions 
are still unknown, must follow their 
example or change the title of the party. 
Should any organisation fulfil the almost 
innumerable conditions of the Electoral 
Law, the arrangements for the poll are sa 
embarrassing to a critic of King 
Alexander’s policy that the election of an 
Opposition candidate is a most improbable 
event. The chairman of the electoral com. 
mittee will interrogate personally every 
voter, whose preference will be declared 
not on paper, but by word of mouth; and 
those who are not acquainted with a 
member of the committee must allow their 
finger-prints to be taken.

An Unhappy Conflict. 


In Ireland the & events 
constantly defeats expectation. Who 
could have foretold ten years ago that the 
first serious conflict between a Government 
and the Protestant Churches would take 
shape in the Protestant North? To-day, 
in the Free State, those ‘Churches are on 
good, and even cordial, terms with a 
Roman Catholic Minister of Education, 
while in Northern Ireland they have raised 
the standard of revolt against his 
“opposite number '” in a Protestant 
Government. The paradox springs from 
the two Governments’ different attitudes to 
the principle of denominational education: 
A joint committee of the Episcopalian, 
Presbyterian and Methodist Churches has 
been entrusted with the safeguarding of 
their religious interests in the Northern 
schools. This committee demands that the 
Churches shall be represented directly— 
though in a minorit7, and not necessarily 
by clergymen—in the management of the 
Stranmillis Training College. The Northern 
Government has refused the demand, and 
now it is denounced not only for neglect 
of Church interests, but for a breach of 
faith. This accusation is grave, and—as 
it was formulated yesterday at the Diocesan 
Synod of Clogher—it seems to be sub- 
stantial. The Churches charge that the 
Government has repudiated a solemn 
agreement—imade by the Minister of 
Education, and confirmed by the Prime 
Minister, before the last general election— 
that they should have at least three repre- 
sentatives on the College’s committee of 
management. Instead, they are offered 
now a minor representation which is 
limited to a voice in strictly religious 
matters; and their anger is increased by 
the Government’s frank acceptance of the 
Roman Catholic Church’s denominational 
claims. The joint committee of the 
Churches has rejected this offer; the 
Clogher Synod rejected it yesterday by an 
overwhelming majority ; it is probable that 
other northern synods—for once at 
variance with their Primate—will take the 
same view ; the Presbyterian and Methodist 
Churches also will support the joint com- 
mittee. Here is a very formidable body of 
discontent, and it is arrayed against a

a: HERE is no official information from the 

Free State Government headquarters 
regarding the financial crisis, and it is very 
unlikely that any will be forthcoming for 
some time to come. The reason for this is 
fairly obvious. No one can say definitely 
where the present trend of world events 
will stop, and no one can say what new 
feature may emerge at any time. Until 
the present state of flux is ended and a 
certain amount of stabilisation has been 
achieved it is clearly fruitless to try to 
speculate. 

One more or less tangible idea which 
appears to reflect the considered opinion in 
Government circles was that, if the pound 
were stabilised in or about the values re- 
corded yesterday—say, 15s. or 16s.—it 
would be a very good thing for the Irish 
Free State, as well as for Great Britain. 
One authority assured me that, in his 
opinion, this was the objective of high 
quarters in London, and he had a strong 
belief that it could be accomplished. 

It is true that a great number of factors 
had to be considered. Some of these 
operated in foreign capitals, and were 
dificult, if not impossible, to control. 
Others were more or less domestic. If we 
assume a steadying of the pound at the value 
mentioned, the disturbance in trade and 
commerce here would be comparatively 
slight. There would inevitably be in- 
creased prices for Irish produce, and also 
an increased demand in the British 
markets, in view of the handicap against 
continental countries which the financial 
situation imposes. 


NO DEBACLE, 

The return to the gold standard at a time 
when circumstances did nut justify it,. is 
held here to be the first and vital mistake. 
Now that Britain has gone off it, the hope 
is that the process of deflation will be 
arrested before the pace becomes too rapid. 
There is, of course, no question of a 
repetition of the débdcle of the mark in 
Germany. It is held that the situation can 
be controlled and that Britain can fix a 
point below which the pound must not be 
allowed to go, 

With regard to the suggestion made in 
some quarters that the Free State should 
have seized the opportunity of setting up 
its own gold standard after Britain kad 
departed from it, this would, accord- 
ing to my _ information, have had 
very grave effects here. For one thing, 
with the gold standard in operation here 
and a deflated currency in Britain, trade 
between the two countries would be de- 
moralised and embarrassed by an exchange 
rate, while persons residing in this country 
who are in receipt of fixed incomes or 
pensions derived from British sources 
would have a direct inducement to leave 
here and reside in England. 

Should the Westminster Government 
adopt a general tariff policy, it would raise 
very grave issues in the Free State, which 
my informant did not care to discuss. 
The circumstances which exist at present 
are sufficiently embaryassing. Even with 
imperial preference rates, a general tariff 
would be bound to cause serious damage. 
Of course, the bulk of Free State exports 
would be mainly food products, which 
might make a substantial difference, but 
in other ways one foresees many difficult 
problems. 

NEXT YEAR'S BUDGET. 

As to the possible efiects on next year’s 
Free State Budget, it is, of course, im- 
possible to say anything. Everything de- 
pends on the circumstances which obtain 
during the coming six months. 

Generally speaking, the position here 
with regard to the crisis is one of marking 
time. World movements will have their 
effects from day to day.

The Times to-day, in concluding a lead 
ing article on Manchuria and the League, 
says:—The League has done much to 
remove the immediate danger of develop- 
ments which at the very least would have 
made the next Disarmament Conference a 
mockery. Its task would now seem to be 
one of conciliation, rather than of inquiry. 
The immediate cause, or causes, of the 
Japanese attack on the Chinese troops at 
Mukden are of small account by com- 
parison with the necessity for a compre- 
hensive understanding between the two 
countries. There is clearly a danger that 
the League’s action may encourage impor- 
tant factors in China to challenge the 
internationally recognised rights of the 
Japanese in Southern Manchuria. 

Already there is talk—it may be more 
thaw talk—of an entente between the rival 
Governments of Canton and Nanking on 
an anti-Japanese basis, and it is interest- 
ing to note that the inspired Press of 
Soviet Russia is already expressing 
sympathy with the Chinese, and condemn- 
ing the Japanese troops for doing, on a 
much smaller scale, what the Red Army 
did two years ago. 


LORD CECIL’S VIEW. 

The Chinese Government was fully 
justified in laying its case before the 
League, but there was no real justification 
for its sudden withdrawal—not to say 
repudiation—of the proposal made, how- 
ever informally, by its Minister of Finance 
for the examination of all the causes of 
the present dispute by a Joint Commission. 
As Lord Cecil pointed out at the end of 
last night’s meeting of the Council, the 
passing of judgment on--a particular set 
of incidents is not the present duty of the 
League, and the Chinese Government 
would be ill-advised if it mistook sympathy 
for partisanship, and took no serious steps

ISCOUNT D’ ABERNON discussed the 

present financial crisis in his speech 

at the American Chamber of Commerce 
luncheon in London yesterday. 

Lord D’Abernon said: I have never 
wavered in my opinion that close co- 
operation between our two countries is 
the most important constituent of world 
progress. There was never a time when 
the vigorous exercise of this co-operation 
was more important than at the present 
day. Our civilisations are menaced by 
very grave danger. In the financial sphere 
the prestige of New York and London is 
not what it was. For the moment it is 
perilously decadent; but, 
believe, for the moment only. 
frank in seeking out the causes. 

It has long been evident that the 
essential point was, and is, to strengthen 
the financial position of debtor countries, 
and to furnish means of payment to 
potential’ purchasers of our produce and 
manufactures. What has been done? We 
have impoverished our buyers by a de-

flation which has rendered their crops 
unsaleable; we have ruined our debtors 
dv taking all their gold from them. 


TWO QUESTIONS. 


Was the avoidable? Is_ it 
remediable ? are two important 
questions. 

The first step is to recognise that prices 
are not sent down from Heaven: they are 
made by man; they are the result of 
human action. Therefore, somebody is re- 
sponsible for what has occurred. yi 
l’sychological causes accentuate: they do 
not initiate or provoke a crisis of this 
magnitude, extent and duration. 

The second proposition to which I ask 
your assent is that the fall in prices which 
has occurred is nothing more or less than 
a rise in the price of currency or of means 
of payment. If means of payment had 
been available in adequate quantity, with 
adequate dispersion, the general fall in 
prices would not have occurred. The plain 
fact is that the gold standard has been so 
worked that adequate means of payment 
are not available throughout the world. 
All the gold has been centred in two 
countries ; debtor nations have been driven 
into bankruptcy mainly through the fault 
of their creditors. The central banks 
have failed to achieve what should have 
been one of their main — objectives— 
stability of price level. Unless this is 
corrected, all other remedies will yield, at 
best, but temporary and partial relief. 
Permanent improvement must be based 
upon stability. 

As things stand—as matters have been 
allowed to develop—our standard of value 
has been violently distorted and displaced. 
Without the public being aware of it, 
without effective corrective action having 
been applied by the monetary authorities, 
everyone with contractual engagements is 
losing or gaining unduly—all are paying 
er receiving more than they are entitled to. 
An unjust steward has been busy with the 
accounts of all. 


WHAT IS TO BE DONE? 


The first necessity is to recognise that in 
all countries the crisis has two aspects— 
the internal, or national ; the world-wide, 
or international. . . . International action 
is required. Unless that is achieved, 
neither the correction of the Budget here 
nor any such measure of restriction as 
ploughing up cotton will effect any general 
improvement.

practical policy— 
co-operation between the United States 
and Great Britain, with the definite 
object of restoring stability to the price 
level; in other words, adjusting means of 
payment to requirements of stability. Let 
an international conference be held, if 
direct action is impossible without it. 
I still believe that energetic co- 
operation between the monetary authorities 
in Washington, New York and London 
could initiate a recovery. But there must 
be a definite objective. 

I would add that the co-operation of 
Paris, if not indispensable, is most desir- 
able. But too much must not be asked of 
a monetary centre which has not been 
exposed, like New York and London, to 
ths full blast of the storm 


THE 1929 PRICE LEVEL. 


Leaving aside this point, the clear 
objective for New York and London must 
be the restoration of general prices to the 
level of 1929. This is the level to which 
wages, debts and other contractual engage- 
ments are adjusted; the level, any violent 
departure from which, either in an up- 
ward or downward sense involves grave 
danger—in the one case inflation, and in 
the other case serious social disturbance 
and conflict between class and class. 

Both inflation and deflation are bad; 
what is wanted is stability. Stability has 
been lost, and we suffer to-day from a 
violent world deflation. It is _ indis- 
pensable that this should be corrected, 
not by any local currency measures, but 
by widespread agreement, which will 
establish a price-level enabling debtors to 
pay their obligations and potential buyers 
to resume their activity. 

International indebtedness, he con- 
cluded, must also be dealt with on bolder 
and more extended lines than has hitherto 
been the case. Americans may well be 
proud of the Hoover initiative of. last 
June, but the views then expressed by 
your President, if they are to be effective 
in restoring prosperity, must be followed 
by much more energetic action than has 
yet been applied, and their operation must 
cover more than the immediate future.

That Irish racehorses are fed on foreign 
oats was an interesting fact revealed at ves- 
terday’s sitting of the Tariff Commission, 
which is hearing evidence regarding the 
desirability of imposing a Customs duty on 
oats imported into the Free State. 

Senator J. Parkinson, who said that he was 
representing the majority of horse trainers 
in this country, said that in 1930 he bought 
2.289 barrels of Irish oats to feed to horses, 
but this vear he did not buy any Irish oats, 
because the quality was not suitable. Oats 
for feeding to horses had to be sweet, heavy 
and of good colour, and he used Chilean oats, 
as he found they possessed those qualities. 

Chairman—-Is it vour evidence that even 
to-day, if Irish trainers could not get these 
foreign oats, their horses would not run so 
well ?— Y es. 

And that if a racehorse fed on Irish oats 
were put in a race against an English horse 
fed on foreign oats, all other things being 
equal, the English horse would win? 

It is my opinion ¢hat it would, said the 
witness. 

Further replying to the Chairman, Senator 
Parkinson said that if farmers could get 
seed oats without a tariff horse trainers 
should get foreign oats without a tariff. 

Chairman—Is it your view that. tariff or 
no tariff, and whether the price of oats is 
put up or down, the horse trainers of the 
country will continue to feed foreign 
oats?—Yes, unless there is complete prohibi- 
tion. 


NO “ DUMPING.” 


Mr. G. Fitzgerald (Messrs. Fitzgerald, 
Ltd.. grain mercvants, Commercial Buildings. 
Dublin) said that some years his firm bought 
more home-grown grain than toreign, they 
bought from September until April. They 
bought, not directly from farmers, but from 
country dealers. ‘They sold to shopkeepers in 
the towns, large farmefs or grazers, and 
poultry farms, and to stud farms in Meath. 
Foreizn oats. the witness said, were very dry, 
sound, and of uniform quality. 

When speaking of foreicn oats it was not 
necessary to go beyond three countries, 
Germany, Russia, and Canada. as the source 
of origin. There was no dumping, in his 
opinion, German oats, he said, went off the 
market this year; they could get Russian 
oats if thev wented them, and they always 
could get Canatlian oats. 

Mr. Murtach, grain merchant, and member 
of the Dublin Corn Fxchange. said his firm 
bought principally from dealers in the 
eountry and from farmers. They imported a 
little. prineipallw from Canada, bnt bought 
all the Trish oats thev could. Thev sold 
mostiv to horse breeders and to ponltrv 
keeners. and this vear thev fonnd a lot of 
Canidian oats nsed for milch cattle.

NO INTERIM DIVIDEND ON 
ORDINARY STOCK. 


The Board of the Dunlop Rubber 
Company issued the following announce- 
ment yesterday :— 

“The Board of the Dunlop Rubber 
Company regrets that, owing to the con- 
tinued trade depression and the present 
crisis, it is unable to declare an interim 
dividend upon the Ordinary stock, 

‘The Board has also decided that, 
owing to the obscurity of the outlook, the 
declaration of the dividend on the 
company’s ‘“‘A,”’ -B” “C” Preference 
shares can only be considered when the 
accounts for the year 1931 are complete.”’ 

Sir George Beharrel, managing director 
of the company, commenting on this 
announcement, said to a reporter :— 

‘The company’s trade is quite good in 
practically every manufacturing country, 
but the outlook is so uncertain that the 
directors found it prudent to take the 
course they have adopted.”’ 


SATISFACTORY POSITION. 


Sir George Beharrell, the managing 
director of the company, assured the 
members of the Press to whom the state- 
ment regarding postponement of the Pre- 
ference dividends was issued that the 
trading and financial position of the 2om- 
pany is entirely satisfactory. The dec’sion 
to postpone payment on the Preference 
shares was taken only because the com- 
pany does not wish to commit itself in any 
way during a period of uncertainty as must 
result from a fluctuating currency. 

The trading -position of the company is 
quite satisfactory, and its financial posi- 
tion is substantially stronger than that 
shown in the last accounts. At December 
31, 1930, there was some £1,135,000 of cash 
and. bills, and some £717,000 of invest- 
ments, including stock and debtors. The 
total excess of current assets over current 
liabilities, including final dividends, was 
some £3,824, 000. | 

Sir George Beharrell said emphatically 
that the position is materially stronger 
now, and that the greater strength resulted 
from a rise in cash and Government 
securities, and not from any increase of 
stocks or debtors; nor has it been neces- 
sary to conserve the parent company’s cash 
in order to finance weak subsidiaries. Sir 
George Beharrell said that, although the 
rubber plantations are not making a profit, 
they are not in financial difficulties. Their 
costs have been still further reduced, and 
are now probably below ód. per Ib. 

The subsidiaries as a whole have ade- 
quate resources for their requirements, 
and it would be wrong to suppose that the 
parent company has been compelled to 
postpone its dividends on account of any 
requirements of the subsidiaries. 

Sir George Beharrell said that the 
company’s stock position, both for manu- 
factured goods and raw materials, was 
very comfortable indeed. At the end of 
the year the company itself will have to 
make allowances in its profit and _ loss 


[| account for losses in certain subsidiaries. 


Thouch these allowances will reduce the 
amount available for dividends. they will 
not reduce the amount assessable to tax. 
The taxes payable by the company will 
aen work out a’ well over 5s. in the £ 
on its net profits. The full accounts for 
the vear are published about the end ¢ 
April. and the next Preference dividend 
date (after October 31st) is April 50th. 


CAUTION. 


-The Financial News comment is as 
follows:—‘‘ The caution which has led 
the Dunlop board to postpone the pay- 
ment of all Preference dividends till the 
end of the year need stir no serious 
anxiety in the minds of the shareholders. 
On the company’s cash position Sir 
Georce Beharrell ig reassuring, and the 
trading position he called very satisfac- 
tory. hareholders may. therefore, con- 
clude that. if it were not for the ntter 
uncertainty of the general economic situa- 
tion. the comvany would have naid its 
Preference dividends on October 31st. The 
position of the directors, who have had 
to meke their decision so soon after the 
departure from the gold standard. was 
nat easy. Provided that between now and 
the presentation of the accounts nothing 
serious hanpens either in the general 
situation or in the price of rubber, the 
companv should be in a position to make 
the twelve months’ payments at the end 
of April.”’

RESOLUTION PASSED AT CLOGHER 
SYNOD.

HE long-standing dispute regarding the government of Stranmillis 
Training College was discussed at yesterday's Synod of the Diocese 

of Clogher, over which Bishop MacManaway presided. A resolution was 
adopted, by an overwhelming majority, approving the action of the United 
Education Committee of the Churches in refusing to accept the Prime 
Minister's decision of July last regarding the future management of the 


College. 


CONTROVERSY’S SERIOUS ASPECT. 


T the meeting of the Synod of Clogher, . 


held yesterday at Clones, the Rev. 
Canon J. H. Pratt, B.D., proposed the 
following resolution : | 


“That the Diocesan Synod approves 
of the action of the United Education 
Committee of the Churches in refusing 
to accept the Prime Minister’s de- 
cision of July ólst, 1931, for the 
future management of Stranmillis 
Training College, and requests the 
Committee to continue its efforts to 
secure that the conditions under which 
teachers are trained who are in future 
to have the care of Protestant children 
shall be such as the Protestant 
Churches can approve of, and that 
the Synod reappoints its representa- 
tives to deal with this and other 
matters pertatning to the administra- 
tion of the Education Acts, 1923, 1925, 
1930." 

Most members oí the Svnod, said Canon 
Pratt, were aware that a serious crisis 
had arisen in connection with Stranmiallis 
Training College and the conditions under 
which Protestant teachers were to be 
trained. ‘The immediate cause of that 
crisis was the refusal of the Minister of 
Education, Lord Charlemont, to keep his 
promise to appoint representatives ut the 
Protestant Cnurches on the Committee of 
Management of that College. The contro- 
versy assumed a more serious aspect 
recently, as the Prime Minister and some 
members of the Cabinet were involved in 
this breach of faith. That promise made 
vy the Minister of Education, and on the 
eve of a general election, approved of by 
the Prime Minister, formed part of the 
settlement agreed to between the Ministry, 
the Protestant Churchs, and a committee 
o- the Grand Orange Lodge of Ireland. 


THE REQUEST. 
made to the Northern 
“that the Protestant 
Churches, as such, should have repre- 
sentztion of their educational and 
religious interests’’ on the Committee of 
Managament of Stranmillis Training 
College. Lord Charlemont agreed to add 
at least three representatives of the 
Protestant Churches to a committee of 
nine which managed the College. There 
was no request at any time made for a 
representative of the clergy, but there was 
for a representation of the Churches, but 
only a minority representation, on the 
governing body. To represent that as a 
demand for clerical contro] was an utter 
perversion of the truth. On the 12th 
July Lerd Charlemont represented this 
request, which he formerly considered 
‘‘ fair and reasonable,’’ as “ an attempt 
at clerical domination.’ 
it was a demand for partial treatment, 
and to show partiality to one creed at the 
expense of another, which would be con- 
trary to every principle of civilised life. 
Lord Charlemont implied in that speech 
that he had been asked to show partiality 
to Protestant churches at the expense of 
the Roman Catholics. That was brazen 
effrontery on the part of a Minister who 
had given the training of their teachers 
completely into the hands of the Roman 
Catholic Church, and had been a party to 
the endowment of that Church with 
£70,000 per annum for Christian Brothers 
and Convent schools. What equivalent 
had the Protestant Churches got for this? 
-—Only a broken promise. 


MINISTER’S WORD. 


They had the word of a responsible 
Minister of hich social standing, and 
agreed to by the Prime Minister, and no 
one doubted that the promise would be 
kept. He regretted that Lord Craigavon 
had identified himself with that breach of 
faith. While the responsibility for what 
had happened should rest primarily on the 
Minister for Education, they could not 
exonerate the Minister of Finance, the 
Right Hon. H. M. Pollock, Chairman of 
the Committee of Management of Stran- 
millis, whose threat of resignation had 
had no small part in placing Lord 
Charlemont in his invidious position. Mr. 
Pollock was a party to the Amending Act 
of 1930, and it might have been expected 
that he would have stood loyally by what 
was a fundamental principle of that Act 
and by the pledges given on behalf of the 
Government. 

Viscount Craigavon had offered them the 
shadow for the substance, and had pro- 
posed that they should go back on a 
fundamental principle of the 1930 Amend- 
ing Act, the aim of which was to continue 
the partnership of the Protestant 
Churches in the work of education with- 
out any attempt to draw a line between 
secular and sacred He offered them a 
minority representation on a committee 
limited to matters which may be con- 
sidered of a religious or moral character. 

Viscount Craigavon’s proposal. _ or 
decision, was unanimously rejected at a 
large meeting of delegates, lay and 
clerical, of Protestant Churches, presided 
over by the Bishop of Clomher. 

Mr. M. E. Knight, in S@sonding the 
resolution, said that the controversy had 
resolved itself into two points—(1) the 
reasonable demands of the representatives 
of the Protestant Churches, and (2) the 
honour of the Government of Northern 
Ireland. To him it seemed clear that they 
were bound to stand by their representa- 
tives, and he appealed to the Synod to

children, whereas the Reformed Church 
| stood for the direct denial of that claim. 
In the name of religious liberty, about 
which they talked so much, and knew so 
little, surely they were not going to 
hand over the education of their children 
to ecclesiastical control. He could under- 
stand an extreme element in their Church 
endeavouring to secure a clerical domina- 
tion, but he was completely mystified by 
the association of the Presbyterian and 
Methodist Churches in that endeavour. 
Nonconformity had always insisted, and 
rightly insisted, on the necessity for State 
education, and he could only assume that 
those who were supposed to represent it 
on the United Education Committee did 
not do so in reality. Even from the purely 
educational standpoint he saw no justifica- 
tion for the demand of the United Educa- 
tion Committee. Like all sciences, 
education required to be taught and 
administered by experts, not by clerical or 
lay amateurs. It was folly to suppose that 
that Synod or any similar body had any 
means of assessing the necessary qualifica- 
tions for membership of the committee of 
management of a training college. 


DEPLORABLE. 


The resolution was a deplorable one ; for, 
in effect, it asked them to disavow their 
Primate, and if it came to choosing 
between the Primate and the United 
Education (Committee, he should not 
hesitate in his choice.

The Bishop, referring to the dispute in 
the course of his address to the Synod, 
said:—‘'I hope the teachers know that 
the clergy and I most deeply appreciate 
their loyal sympathy and support in the 
common cause that is so dear to the hearts 
of us all. This being so, I am sure that 
the teachers will spurn the attempts that 
are being made in some quarters to create 
feelings of distrust. I have been surprised 
and pained by some of the utterances I 
have read in the public Press to stigmatise 
men as out for giving trouble, whose one 
and only object is to secure to the 
Protestant Churches the continuance of 
that religious teaching by carefully pre- 
i pared teachers, which has been the lot and 
the privilege of Protestants in days gone 
by, and is so to-day in other parts. Those 
who are contending for representation in 
the oversight of what is going on (I re- 
frain from particulars) are those, and the 
successors of those, who guarded the 
religious instruction of the youths of the 
country when those- who now lecture 
and mi. represent them did not, to say 
the least, give themselves much 
trouble in guarding the upbringing of 
those ' ho are to-day not only loval sons 
and daughters of their own Churches. but 
are, and have been, the most _ loval 
supporters of those who have failed to keep 
faith with them. It is painful to me. it is 
grievous to me, I assure vou, to feel con- 
strained to refer to this subject at all; but 
if a solemn promise and undertaking will 
not be acted on, will not be honoured, 
where do we stand? Whose word are we to 
believe, and what confidence can we place 
in promises made in any direction? I 
confess, with sorrow and pain, I did not 
think I would live to experience such treat- 
ment as has been meted out to us. How- 
ever, there it ts! 

“ A resolution will be submitted to this 
House, and I do most earnestly appeal to 
the members that no matter how much and 
how deeply they may feel disappointed and 
hurt, they will not enter into particulars 
respecting this very painful question. The 
resolution must come forward ; but in the 
treatment of it I appeal for moderation, 
for calmness, for a refraining from anv 
‘striking back.” If this Synod will 
approve of the resolution (which will come 
up at all our Northern Synods), then I 
venture to suggest to my brethren, clerical 
and lay alike, to rise above every feeling 
that might prompt words, well-deserved 
though they might be, not in consonance 
with the traditions of this ancient diocese ; 
and not as becometh those who while stung 
to the very quick, have learned to bear, to 
suffer and to forgive.”’

SANGUINE FORECASTS. 


The Press Association’s Lobby Corre- 
spondent, discussing the situation, says 
that the Prime Minister’s return had the 
immediate effect of increasing speculation 
at Westminster. Within a few hours of 
hig afrival it was confidently stated in 
résponsible quarters that the election 
would take place next month. It was added 
that arrangements were so far advanced 
that the intention to dissolve Parliament 
on the completion of the business now 
before it would be announced next 
Wednesday. 

Events, adds the correspondent, .may 
prove these statements to be well founded, 
but it can be stated with certainty that 
at present they represent expectations 
rather than settled fact. The necessary 
formal decisions have yet to be taken, It 
is learned in well-informed quarters that 
the subject of a general election has not 
been discussed by the Cabinet since the 
middle of last week. 


THE KING'S RETURN. 


A meeting of the Cabinet has been 
summoned for Monday, when it is under 
stood that the election question will be 
discussed in the hope of reaching final 
decisions. 

The King is due to arrive in London on 
Tuesday morning, and a decision to advige 
the dissolution of Parliament would. of 
course, be immediately conveved to His 
Majesty. | 

Expectations of an announcement next 
Wednesday are obviously founded on the 
assumption that Monday's Cabinet will 
decide in favour of advice to dissolve. 


CONSERVATIVE OPINION, 


Conservative opinion is more and more 
impressed with the urgency of a general 
election; it is contended that a new 
Parliament Is an essential condition to a 
policy of trade reconstruction, and that 
the election cannot be held too soon. 

Official Liberalism, however, remains 
hostile to these arguments, and deplores 
the prospect of political strife in the 
country at a time of national emergency. 


PREMIER'S POSITION, 


There is no prospect of agreement 
between the official Conservative and 
Liberal Parties on this issue, because the 
real cleavage is between tariffs and free 
trade. An increasing uumber of Liberal 
members Is responding to Sir John 
Simon's lead, but the official Liberal 
Party continues to repudiate the tariff 
weapon. 

Government business now before Parlia 
ment cannot be disposed of at an earlicr 
date than Tuesday, O¢tober 6. This 
means that if an election decision were 
taken, there would he no technical diff- 
culty in selecting a date in the last week 
of October for polling day. Such aa 
arrangement would pre-suppose dissolution 
on October 7, 8 or 9. 

There has been much discussion about 
the Prime Minister's personal position in 
the present situation. Conservatives have 
no doubt about his willingness to remain 
at the head of the National Government 
on an appeal to the country for a man- 
date to take such measures as the interests 
of the finance and trade -«f the nation 
may demand. 

Some Conservatives. it is true, wonld 
prefer to see Mr. Baldwin in this réle, 
but the predominant opinion in Conserva- 
tive ranks is that national interests re- 
quire that Mr. Macdonald should lead 
the National Government at an election.

The Chairman Sspedially welcomed Mr.

Mr. J. Milliken; Yown Clerk, Sargor, 
County Dow, read a paper on '' Ideal 
Towns and How to Make Them.”’ 

When it was considered that the proper 
admihistration of presétit-day mnitipal 
affairs meets the people in almost every part 
of their physical and sotial ille, and that the 
working of the complicated munitipal 
machine can only be performed successfully 
by trained men, Mr. Milliken said that he 
wanted them to réalise how vital it is that 
adininistration should be in the hands of 
competent authority, alive only tó the 
necessity and requirements of thé people, but 
ity with long vision, só As to anticipate 
thé needs and réquitements of the future. 


THE IDEAL TOWN. 


“ The first requirement of an ideal towh, 
said Mr. Milliken, ‘‘ must be its Goverhment. 
As ah alternative to the popular electéd form 
of tewn government, the atiministration of 
the affairs of the ideal town should be in the 
hahds of a competeht town manager, working 
in conjunction with a gmail advisory coni- 
mittee. . This committee weuld be consultative 
only, and would have no executive power, 
that power being vested in the town 
manager, Who would be appbiited by the 
Government. 

The ideal town, if it is to provide work fdr 
its citizens, should be situated so as to have 
easy and cotivenitht communication, both by 
land and water, for trading, and it should 
be on a gentle slope, open to the sun and 
breézes, afid with & distahit view of the moun- 
tains, and & prospect pleasing to the éye in 
the forégrouhd. The centre of the town 
shoiild be indicated by a town sgúafe within 
the business area, and contain all administra- 
tive buildings, with fountains, trees and 
flowers. The business areas wou have 
streets 120 feet wide, surfaced with concrete 
er asphalt. The residential district should be 
divided into sub-districts, to ensuré that a 
well-built howse of good valuation would not 
be damaged as to its appearance and 
depreciated in “value by the erection of a 
house of very low valuation alongside, and 
also to Mail, that people of the same mode 
of living shall reside in the same areas. 


LIMITATIONS. 


Mr. James Blair, Lofidondéfry, said that 
their efforts towards civic improvement were 
limited by the fact that they must fhake the 
best of existing conditions. Most of our 
towns suffered from the fact that little or 
no ee 4cheme was followed at the 
outset. A regular crusade should be made 
agaitist uglifiess, drabhets and dirt, which 
tended to depress and degrade rather than 
inspire. Orie of the vital gquéstions Deas 
out most clamantly to-day was the question o 
the slums in our cities. The slums were tné 
zreatest indictment of our modern civilisa- 
Sion, and their abolition presented a cleat 
call to the Rotary movement. Every 
Rotarian must féel his persohal responsibility 
in the matter, and all the influence he could 
ring to bear must be concentrated towards 
the finding of a solution of this tremendously 
acute and. pressing problem. 


SERVICE AS “ RENT.” 


Mr. J. A. Cunningham, Cork, delivered an 
interesting address on Rotary’s vision of 
community service.

Mr. Ignatius Rice, Law Agent, Dublin 
Corporation, summafised the history of the 
project, and said that it had been before the 
Corporation since 1912. 

Attention was called to the narrowness of 
the sea road at Clontarf, the dan%er arising 
ffom the nearriess cf the tram lines to the 
footpaths, the increase in motor traffic, the 
damage to property by sea enctoachment, and 
the ineonvenience which pedestrians éuffefed 
throuzh flooding. 


FORMER CONSTRUCTION. 

The work of constructing a rubble retain- 
ing wall and filling was begun at the east 
side of the railway embankment, and was 
continued slowly for a number of years, until 
a point between Hollybrook toad and Bt. 
Lawrence road was reached. At that stage 
work Was suspended, ostensibly becatite of 
complaints by residents about offensive 

ours arising from the action of the sea 
water on the refuse used fof the filling. 

At the Same time, however, the Corpora- 
tion had ascerthined that as the work pro- 
gressed the incréasing distance over which 
the material had to be transported militated 
against the financial attractiveness of the 
project as a médiim for the disposal 
of refuse. Following the breaking up of 
the sea wall near Dollymount during a storm 
in Jantary, 1980, the Corporation decided 
to prot with the original scheme for á 
sea wall and promenade all the way to the 
Bull Wall, 


GITY ENGINEER’S EVIDENCE. 

Mr. M.-A. Moynihan, City Engineer, put 
before the Inapector details of the proposed 
work, which would provide a wider thorough- 
fare from the city to an area which was 
growing considerably, would give a promenade 
slong ‘he sea front, and put an end to an 
incessant floodi Í the coast road. The 
scheme included the erection of a mass 
concrete wall along thé foreshore, 150 feet 
outside the BREA wall, from the present 
reclaimed land to the Bull Wall, a distance 
of about one and two-third miles. The space 
between the old and new sea walls would 
be filled with materials excavated from the 
foreshore, at distaricés varying between 50 
and 600 feet outside the new wall. The 
estimate of cost wag £00,434. 

There was an idea in the labour market 
that the acheme would mean practically a 
solution of the labour problem in Dublin. 
He wished it to be known that it would #t. 
Mr. Moynihan added that he hoped to have 
the work completed in three years at the 
outside. The number of men employed would 
be smail, compared with the number of men 
unemployed in Dublin. The men would have 
te be etohomically employéd. It was not to 
be a relief job 

Replying to the inspector, Mr. Moynihan 
said that they wantéd to employ, to thé 
greatest extent, a class of bha that 
would not require any particular skill. 


EFFECT OF FLOODS. 

The Very Rev. J. J. Dempsey said that, 
generally, he found that people were un: 
willing to go and live in Clontarf. They 
were afrsidl of the constant flooding. In his 
Own house and vard he had a lagoon, and it 
was not a Blut Lagoon, but a blue look-out. 
(Laughter.) The water goh into his kitchen, 
and left a very unpleasant smell. He hoped 
that when the work was put in hands leca! 
men would get employment. There was no 
opposition to the scheme from any quarter 
in Clottarf. 

The Very Rev. Dr. Morrow expressed the 
view that évery person if@Clontarf would be 
strongly in favour 6f the project. Flooding 
there had seen sc bad that not infrequently 
eople were unable te gét to church on 
Sundays. The increase of motor traffic had 
tendered the sea road a grave danger, and 
there were piarés where, if two tram cars 
inet. they oceupied the whole road. 

Renator Moran said that the Corporation 
had suspended the making of the promenade 
near St. Lawiehce road, net because of the 
smell or of complaints of smells, but because 
of the increaged distance over which the 
refuse had to be hauled. 

The inquiry then closed.

In 
the opinion of the conference, the absorption 
of clerks in appropriate clerical capacity 
would be better economy. 

The President stated that since the last 
Conference they had rectuited to their ranks 
some of the largest officés in the Free State. 
The present Conference represented thirty-four 
recognised branches, ah iftrease of 
branches over last Year. In conclusion, he 
urged delegates to choose their langtiage cáre- 
fully when speaking to the resolutions, and 
thus give no cause for eharge’ of unwarranted 
criticism of Departmental action. 

The Lord Mayor, Senetor Alfred Byrne,

CONCESSION TO POLICE. 

Mr. J. Hayes pleaded the cause of the 
police, and in this case also a concession 
tas announced by Sir Herbert Samuel (Home 
Secretary). He skplained tha the May 
Report recommended that police pay should 
be reduced in the aga ate by £1,570,000 
and pensions by abou 000. One half of 
this was to accrue to the Exchequer, and the 
other half to the local authorities. The late 
Government had gerterall per the pto- 
posal, but the actual method of effecting the 
economies had been left over for further con- 
sideration. It was now pftoposed to depart 
from the May Report by leaving the _pelice 
pefisions unimpaired, and by effecting a 
reduction in wages by a flat rate “cit,” 
instead of by way of percentace. Further, 
instead of the whole of the economies falling 
upon the pav of the forte, thev would be, 
to some extcnt, met by + dministrative 
economies.

ORDEAL OF THE LOST 
ATLANTIC FLYERS. 


SEVEN DAYS IN SEA 
WITHOUT FOOD. 


From Reuttr’s Conresponvest, 
NEW YORK, Friday. 

A terrible tale of how they tossed in the 
AtPantic for seven days in a waterlogged 
‘plane, virtually without food and water, 
was told by the German trans-Atlantic 
flyers, Rody and Johannsen, who atrived 
here to-day, having been picked up, with 
their Portuguese comrade, by the Nor- 
wegian steamer Belmoira on Monday. 

When they were but eighty miles from 
Newfoundland, and victory seeMed almost 
within their grasp, their fuel gave out. 
and they were forced to alight on a rough 
sea. Most of their provisions were swept 
away. i 

‘It was awful,’’ said Johannsen. “ We 
had only ten ounces of chocolate and two 
gallons of rusty, oily water from the 
radiator. We rationed it out at about a 
wineglassiul a day, but it tasted like 
nectar to us. : 
/ “‘ On the sixth day a freighter passed us 
without spotting us, ahd repre up hope. 
_‘* Next dey the Belmoiraé hove in sight, 
and saw a shirt which we had hoisted as a 
signal. It picked us up at ot last gasp, 
feverish and with our legs swollen from 
the sea water. Veiga, the Portuguese 
pilot, was the worst; for he was scarcely 
able to stand owing to a spraihed knee, 
which was wrenched in the tossing plane.” 

The aitmen left Lisbon on September 
13th to fiy non-stop to New York, and 
were missing for a week.

Early yesterday afternoon, it is under- 
stood, the City Engineer examined its 
foundations, nineteen feet of which had 
been ¢artied away in the recent floods, 
and found them dangerously weakened. 
He notified the Dublin United Tramways 
Company and the Civic Guard, and all 
heavy vehicles were diverted to other 
routes until repairs can be effected to the 
bridge. The tram service was maintained 
to each extremity of the bridge, the pas- 
sengers being obliged to make the connection 
on foot, and the local ’bus service and 
all private cars and horse-drawn vehicles 
were diverted to the Bath avenue route, 
crossing the Dodder by London Bridge. 

The present bridge at this point is the 
third, the two previous ones having been 
swept away. The foundations of the first 
Ringsend Bridge were laid in 1720, during 
which year the River Liffey was first con- 
fined on the north side by the North Wall. 
This first bridge was carried away in 1732 
by severe floods, but was rebuilt and re- 
opened séven years later. This second 
bridge was again destroyed in 1802 ky 
floods, which also carried away the 
Ormond Bridge and inundated many parts 
of Dublin. The present structure, which 
was built shortly afterwards, is cf stone, 
and is over one hundred vears ald, 

It is not certain how long the bridge 
will remain closed, but ah Irish Times re- 
presentative was informed by the 
D.U.T Co. authorities last night that the 
repairs will probably be completed in a 
few days’ time.

SIMLA, Friday. 

A resolution protesting against the 
manner in which far-reaching decisions 
afiecting the economic life of India have 
been taken by the Secretary of State for 
India, Sir Samdel Hoafe, withenat re 
fetence to the Indian Legislature, has 
been drafted by unofficial members of the 
Assembly for discussion in the Assembly 
to-morrow.

(By a Speciat CORRESPONDENT.) 

LONG-DRAWN shriek tells the neigh- | 
A bourhood that in half-an-hour those | 

who are down for work at the farm, i 
from which the warning and seasonal whistle | 
has sounded, will be starting on the last stage | 
of the work for the farmer's year. | 

For the farmer, once his threshing is over, 

knows how he has fared during the previous 
twelve months. Will the oats make up the | 
balance of the annuity and pay the rates, | 
which must be paid soon now? His neighbours | 
have each sent a man or two along to 
help with the work, as he in his turn will 
send one or two of his men to repay the 


| borrowed labour. . 
| The farmer’s wife and daughters were 
| astir early to-day. Yesterday or the day 
| before they went to the market town to lay | 
| in a store of meat, sugar, tea, and such com- | 
modities as are necessary to feed to-day’s | 
| invasion of the kitchen. The farmer, too, 
| has been to town to bring back the beer for 
| the men and coal for the engine, and now 
'the women of the household are up 
| preparing the breakfast for those helpers 
| who will soon be ready for it. The 
| half-hour passes quickly in speculation 
| on what the yield is likely to be, and in 


| comparing the produce of the farms which 
| have been fortunate in getting through with 
| the work before the rush started. 

| THE WHISTLE BLOWS. 

| At last the balf-hour is up, and the engine 

| men lead the exodus from the kitchen to 
| the haggard, where they are met by those | 
| who have had their breakfast before leaving | 
| home. <A few straggiers still remain in the 
| kitchen, hurrying to complete their meal, or 
having a last word with the wife or daughter 
of the house, who, in their, turn, will 
be heartily glad to see the kitchen empty. 
At last, outside, two short blasts and one 
long blast rend the air, the last straggler 


hurries out, collects his pitchfork from where 
he has left it outside, and hastens to join the 
throng around the machine. The farmer 
quickly posts the men to work. Two go on 
top of the machine to cut the sheaves and 
pass them to the engine man; others toss the 


sheaves from the rick to the cutters; others 

are ready to cart away the oats in bags of 
| loft, where they will be emptied out, to be 
| spread by one or two more men. Then more | 
men must pike the straw away from the 
engine to where it is to be stacked under the 
barn, and lastly a boy or two must stand by 
to see that there is always a supply of water 
for the engine 


AT WORK. 

At last every man is at his post, and the 
engine man moves his lever. Slowly the 
drums of the thresher begin to revolve and | 
the screens to shift backwards’ and | 
forwards with their monotonous rattle. | 
The day’s work has started. Quickly the | 
movements in the body of the machine in- 
crease in noise and speed, men on top of 
the stack of oats alongside the machine pass 

Í stook after’ stook to the cutters standing 

| beside the hungry jaws in its roof, inside | 
which the drums are now revolving at high | 
speed. Quickly the cutter catches the stook, ! 
one slash of a sharp knife, a turn of the 
hand, and the stook falls head 
foremost into the jaws, the feeder 
standing by to see that the machine 
is not choked. The bags attached to the 
outlets from which the oats pour forth are 
now filling up, while behind the machine a 
steady stream of straw falls out to be piked 
into a quickly increasing and well-packed 
rick beneath the straw-shed. 

A WELCOME INTERVAL. 

About half-past ten or eleven the farmer 
will pass round the beer, which comes to 
parched throats like a life-giving elexir; for 
throats parch quickly when coated with the 
fine dust which fills the air around the 
machine, and men do not take long to get 
hot and thirsty when using a fork or 
shouldering sacks of oats. Inside the farm- 
house kitchen the women have no time to sit 
down; the breakfast things must be cleared 
away, and they must have their own break- 
fast. Then the meat and vegetables must be 
prepared, and, perhaps, a can of tea about 


eleven o'clock for any men who may not 

teke beer, and, of course, the women them- 

selves can do with a cup of the same. 
GATHERED IN. 


At last it is noon, the engine gives one loud 
shriek, the rattle in the machine quickly 
eases till all is silent. The men troop back to 
the kitchen, and this time they are all there, 
perhaps twenty or thirty of them. An hour 
for dinner, and the afternoon takes its course 
until the last’ sheaf is through the machine; 
or, if it should be a two or three-day thresh- 
ing, until the day’s share is done. For the 
older hands the afternoon passes quickly, the 
beer going round more freely to encourage 
them, but for those who have never before 
put in a day at a threshing the cease work 
whistle is the most welcome sound that they 


have heard for many a long day.

MARK SEYMOUR LOSES

HEREK was no more consistent, scorer at 
Dollymount last month in the Irish 
n mgr eon 3 than Alfred 
Padgham, the big-hitting Sussex man. Before 
the competition opened there was, as a result 
of what was observed in the practice rounds, 
a “ quiet tip’’ going the rounds about him, 
but his 76 on the Monday was not suggestive 
of the golf of a champion.
